Toronto, Ont., June In the pres¬ 
ence of almost •‘’•very delegate and 
commissioner to the atssembly In the 
city, the general assembly this morn¬ 
ing plunged into the discussion of the 
important matter of chnrch union.

Montreal, presented the report of the 
union com^ttee and made an address 
of considerable length, he referred to 
the action of the general assembly In 
Edmonton, and said It was the desire 
of the majority In that assembly to 
take much more advanced action, and 
that this could readily hare been done. 
The majority had. however, expressed 
a willingness to wait In the hopes that 
In time a Urge part of the section 
opposed to union might be won over. 
This effort had to a Urge extent auc- 
ceedetL 

Dr. CUrfc then gave a history of the 
proceedings of the year, referring to 
tho close co-operation in the collegee in 
Vancouver. Ekiroonton and Winnipeg;

Highway Bill Killed When Government Refuses to Concur in 
Amendments Made by Senate to Divide Money on 
Basis of Provincial Population

Sir WUfiid Ijturler. in opMilng the, 
debate on Kon. F. OMbraneTe motion 
that the Houae ahould not conour In 
Senate ameodmenta to the blghwaye 
bill, said it was regretable that there 
should be a difference of oplnton be¬ 
tween the House of Commons and tha 
Senate on this MU. He read to the 
Houae the bill as passed and re\iewed 
the amendments which had bem made 
in the upper chamber. He could not, 
he said, see why the government de¬ 
clined to put in the wording of the 
bill that which they insisted they put 
in practice—nsmely. that the division 
of the appropriation for good roads 
should be on a basis of population. 

The same question arose last year, 
he said, and there was the same differ¬ 
ence of opinion. It was a question: 
Should tho Commons give way to the 
Senate? No doubt that question would 
become an issue in an election, and the 
people would decide It. In'this case, 
he thought the Commons should cer¬ 
tainly give way to the Senate, because 
reason was with the Upper House and 
not the Commons. Sir Wilfrid dealt 
with the question of the division of the 
appropriation among the provinces oj 
pop|ilatlon basis. He said that ptcs- 
sure ht^ been put upon the govern- 
luent from some quarters that the dis* 
tiibutlon be not by population. 

Hon. Mr Cochrane; That is not true. 

Sir Wilfrid held that such a demand 
had come from British Columbia, on 
the ground lhat roads .were more diffi¬ 
cult to build there than In other prov¬ 
inces. He said that although the ap¬ 
propriation might be divided on the 
population basis this year, it m^ht be 
made in quite another way next year 
It had been said that it would be more 
convenient' to have the appropriation 
provided for in the supply bill, but he 
would point out that the Senate can¬ 
not amend the supply bfil, and if the 
supply bill of next year should pro¬ 
vide for an appropriation on n basis 
different from that of this year, it 
would be impossible of amendment by 
the Upper House. The whole supply 
bill would be thrown out. 

Section 6 of the bill had been reject¬ 
ed by tite Senate. Apparently, said 
Sir Wilfrid, this section contemplated 
that Canada intended going Into high¬ 
way building in the provinces. 

Jurisdiction of Province. 

Without imputing any motives, what 
reason was there why the government 
should undertake hlghw-ay construc¬ 
tion anya’here? That W'as a matter 


Ottawa, Ont., luna g.—Between 8 and 
8 o’clock last night tbp Houae settled 
down to the task of putting through the 
twenty-three millions of supplementary 
estimates, in order that the morning 
might be. devoted to concurrence and to 
the clearing up of a few fag ends of 
legleiation. This meant that the money 
had to be voted at the rate of several 
million dollars an hour. The result 
was that there was no diacusalon at all 
on the majority of. tha items, while 
speeches made were brief. 

The prolonged debate of the day oc¬ 
curred on the highways bill. Hon. 
Prank Cochrane, minister of railways, 
moved that the amendments made by 
tile Senate be not concurred in. The 
motion was opposed by Sir Wilfrid 
Laurler and the Uberals, who contend¬ 
ed that the Senate was quite right in 
providing that the money should be 
divided amongst the various provinces 
on the basis of population, as well ats in 
striking out the clause of the bill au¬ 
thorising the minister of railways to 
construct roads anywhere in the Do¬ 
minion. They argued that the pro-; 
poked grant of tl.&OO.V'M should be di¬ 
vided among the various provinces. 

It waa maintained by Premier Bor¬ 
den and the Consen'atlves who spoke 
that the money In the subsidies to be; 
submitted to the House Is divided 
amongst the provinces on the basis of 
population, but that the federal gov¬ 
ernment was entitled to keep control 
over the money It was proposed to 
vote. 

The debate was marked by rather, 
a heated quarrel between R. B. Ben¬ 
nett. Calgary: Hon. R. Rogers and 
Hon. Frank Oliver, in which references 
were made to happenings In connection 
with elections in Alberta and Mani¬ 
toba. The language used was so warm 
that the Speaker inter\’ened on a num¬ 
ber of occ^ons and demanded retrac¬ 
tions 

The motion not to concur In the Sen¬ 
ate amendments was carried, which 
means that for a second time the high¬ 
ways bill has been killed owing to the 
failure of two Houses to agree as to 
the terms of the bill. 

The House declined to agree to cer¬ 
tain amendments made In the 1. C. R. 
branch lines bill, and if the .Senate 
does not yield a conference w 111 be held 
to-morrow between the representatives j 
of the two Houaea, . 

Probably the last division of the ses¬ 
sion occurred after I o’clock In connec¬ 
tion with the consideration of the Item 
of 81.500.000 for Dominion' highwaya. 
which It was proposed to spend under 
the highwaya bill. 

P. B. CarvMI explained (hat as the 
two Houses could not agree as to the 
terpis of the bill, the minister of rail¬ 
ways should vote the money to the 
various provinces as a straight aub-, 
sidy. He said It would prove to be an 
Interesting experiment and would re¬ 
sult In good. 

Hon. Mr. Cochrane, having declined 
to agree to the request. Mr. Carvell 
moved an amendment striking out the 
reference to the highwaya bill, thereby 
making the vote a straight subsidy 
proposition. 

W. F. Nlckle, Kingston, who was 
presiding over the committee, ruled 
this amendment out of order on the

American Pacific Squadron 
Obtains Supplies from West 
Virginia in Foreign Bottoms 


Tt la not Burpiiains that muttaHnsa 
Should b« heard In the newapapera of 
the American alda asalnst the laiBo 
ojiumber of Biitlah ahlpa which have 
received chartera for loading coal from 
Norfolk and other Virginia ports for 
the Pacific fleet, which la burning 
Poeohontaa cmI from West Virginia. 
These British bottoms arrive on the 
roast of the Njrth Pacific at a time 
when they come Into competition with 
American ehlpe In the open charter 
market. While the Pacific ships are 
busy In the Alaska trade theee vessels 
bring coal round the Horn, making 
O'veral thousand dollars on the buei- 
neae, and then In seeldng a charter, 
they come Into direct competition with 
American shipping at a slack time. 

The United SUtes government bums 
a quarter of a million tons of Virginian 
coal a year on the Pacific coast, while 
the Alaska fields are not developed, 
hence It has to come round the Horn 
In chartered vessala 

There are some 24 Brltlah ships so 
chartered, and of these six will go to 
Honolulu. Then a large quantity of 
.coal la taken from Newcastle. N. S.

Not that I have anything to be snob¬ 
bish abouL but thai's ths queer part 
of 1*. One doesn't need to have. In 
the play “Kismet” the beggar who has 
just been exiled by the Calif vents hto 
unhappiness upon a beggar of a lower 
order. As he lords it over the miser¬ 
able creature, he moralises to himself. 
“To the CaJlf I sm dirt, but to the dirt 
I am Calif.** 

So we all must be Calif to somebody 
In the kingdom of our owm fancies. 
Democrat .t of government to hard to 
win: but Infinitely mors difficult to 
bring about ts that greater democracy, 
the. democracy of the heart. 

I wonder If it will ever come.

IN THE AFFAIRS OF 

OnOMAN EMPIRE? 

Threatened Outburst Apiins^ 
Young Turks, Whose Policy; 
is Charged with Responsibil¬ 
ity for-Oisaster

lx>ndon, May 26.—Nowhere la the 
AonclualoQ of peace more keenly await* 
cd than in official circlee In ConatantI* 
nople.. Thill la not merely or even 
principally due to the hope of aome re* 
lief from the tenalon entailed by a 
Htate of war, but by the conaclouanesa 
which la common to everyone* that the 
long erpccted internal cataclyam fa Im¬ 
pending. Revolutionary movemcnta 
In Turkey are usually 8hort*llved. but 
they are nearly always very aanculn* 
ary, and the one which la Immiment— 
and It la childish to disguise It—may 
well be no exception from the rule. 

The present disastrous war has not 
been fought without producing a very 
powerful effect on public opinion. In 
most countries popular resentment ex¬ 
presses Itself during: the progress of 
hostilities In a more or less unmls* 
takeable fashion—by the change of 
form of government or by the over* 
throw of the ministry held to be re* i 
sponsible for the national disasters. In 
Turkey it Is different. In the face of 
the foe there Is silence;- the outburst 
comes at the end of the campaign, and 
it Is all the more impressive .by reason 
of the long months of repression. It 
will be 80 now. * 

No one supposes that even had peace 
been signed two months or more ago 
the national discomfiture would have' 
ended without serious after effects, but 
at that period all was not Irretrievably 
lost. Adiianople might have fallen Into 
Bulgarian hands, and how much would 
have been saved, many thousands of 
men would not have surrendered, fort* 
resses would have been left and not a 
little territory now Irrevocably ceded 
would have been retained by the van* 
gulshed. And still more, honor would 
have been left Intact. Who can say 
that this Is now the case? And the 
Ottoman nation knows It and Intends 
to express Its oplnU n In iBe only way 
it prefers—'revenge. 

This Is why in Constantinople the 
Committee of Union and Progress 
feels that the -oment Is at hand—It la 
only a matter of a »*ew weeks, If cs 
long—when It will have to fight des* 
perately for Its very life, not fight In 
figurative terms with the weapons of 
diplomacy and chicanery, but In sober ' 
earnest with the arms of precision 
which alone decide modern battles. TTte 
outburst will come with the disband¬ 
ment of the troops at Tchataidja, some 
180,000 in number. At present all the 
energies of the ruling Young Turks 
are concentrated on endeavoring to 
prevent these men pa-sslng through the , 
capital. The government offices t-ej 
armed to the teeth with machine-guns' 
and' even with heavy artillery. The 
guarding soldiers are paid on a scaW 
lavibh for an army, let alone the Turk¬ 
ish. They are chosen with especial care 
for their supposed loyalty, "^et can 
they be relied on? 

What la the Intention of the army as 

a whole? It I; to sweep-y the ex* ^ 

ksting ministerial regime root and ! 
branch. It may not be an easy task 
for n brief interlude of clvU war Is cer- 
taliL but tbls .III not last long, since 
out!of the 180,000 troops only 26,000 \t 
the most are expected to stand for the 
posters that be, and there Is no hostility 
among the rank and file. The hostility 
la against the leaders of the movement 
—against the men wt> have allowed 
affairs to come to their present lament¬ 
able position, against t>-ose who are 
held to have exploited the eov itry to 
their Interest. For them the handwrit¬ 
ing Is on the wall, and they know It. 

There L? no doubt that for a brief 
period there will be a sort of mUltary 
dictatorship, but then politics will re¬ 
vert on constitutional lines to the old 
policy which was shaping so well, dr- 
splte the disadvantageous circum¬ 
stances, when the Young Turk uprising 
killed Nazim Pasha and drove Klamll 
Pasha Into exile. Klamll Is now a very 
old'man, but If asked he would come 
bach to the grand Vlsiership, and tbobe 
who look ahead are confidently count¬ 
ing' on seeing him there. His regime 
wohM Introduce an era of real reform. 
Without It, the Turkien Empire Is 
dobmed, ft It will break up with the 
eerteinty of Immediate foreign Inter-1 
verrtlon. Indeed It is common knowl- 
cd^i that certain Powers have actually 
proposed during the war the partition 
of Uie Turkish Empire, but this failed 
to ‘meet with any gen<ral approval. 
Neter were reforms so Insistently de¬ 
manded In the Ottoman Empire. The 
agitation In Asia Minor Is rapidly tak¬ 
ing shape, whilst Syria has put forward 
a demand for local autonomy which has 
already frightened authorities by 
tilt; seriousness and thoroughness of Its 
enunciation. 

The movement against the Toung 
Turks Is therefore a reform movement,' 
but those wHb are at the baok of It re- 
allge that a clean sweep is needed of all 
thabe at the head of affairs, and that Is 
why they are perfectly prepared for the 
Insffttable bloodshed which Is to come. 
The only uncertainty seems to be 
whether the victims \.lll be only men 
at the head of affairs, or whether there 
will be elvll war which will take the 
form of a pitched battle. 

The men who are organising titfa 
movement are not merely vislonariea 
They have a clearly defined scheme be¬ 
fore them. Many of them have been 
recently in Egypt, and have seen the 
suoeeas of a stabU and quiet govern¬ 
ment which, while It mar* not tend to 
the personal advantage of the very few. 
to of Incalculable value to the happiness 
and prosperity of the great bulk of the 
community. Their policy. In addltlop 
iw'btfag one reform, to tUMOobteiOy

MUCH HEAT FOLLOWED 
BY FORTY POINT DROP 

Winnipeg, June C—From somewbore 
around eighty in the shade yesterday 
mld-afterooon, the stifling heat being 
occasionally relieved by violent thund¬ 
erstorms. the thermometer fell no toss 
than forty degrees within the space of 
a very few hours backed by a cold 
aorth gale. Apparently this district 
escaped frost, but light frosts are re¬ 
ported freun the northern part of the 
province, and as much as three de¬ 
grees In some parts of Central Sas¬ 
katchewan and Alberta, which will cut 
down light garden sfuff.

Police and Men in Conflict 
Near Frauendoff After Jlon- 
Striker's Death 


SetUn, Oenuany. June i.—A battle 
between pettoe and etrtkeri la which 
seventy pereons were eever^ir wdun^- 
ed wae fought last night the suburb 
of Ftauendort as tbe sequel to tbe 
killing af a striker by a ‘neo-striker. 

Tbe w<wkers In a chtcory factory 
went on strike sonm time ago. Last 
evening one of them molested a man 
who bad continued at work, and In the 
flght which ensued tbe striker wss 
stabbed and killed. The striker's 
oomrades later gathered in a great 
crowd in front of the fastcry and de¬ 
manded that the non-striker be band- i 
ed ever to them. Their request was 
refused and they threatened to de* 
roollsh the factory. 

The local police were unabIe..to cope 
with the situation and relaflsrcements 
were called for from Stettin. Shortly 
after a body of armed policemen 
arrived In automobiles and a battle 
occurred. The police freely used thefr 
sabres and revolvers. The strikers re¬ 
plied with pistol shots, but were soon 
overcome by the disciplined force. 
They were finally dtoperaed. leaving 
many of their number wounded on the 
ground. 

The eaaualtiea were in aome cases of 


ssvere nature. Ten polloemen and 
about sixty civilians were treated by 
surgeons doling the alghL

Capt. Archibald: "1 have never found 
any great difficulty.

The steerage pas¬ 
sengers never give any trouble in this 
respect, fur they always turn out 
promptly.

Walker added that the Chinaman 
would generally be using the hot water 
for washing dishes.

A Suggestion. 

Dr. Walker made a euggestlon to the

Dr. Walker made several complaints 
against the manner in which Dr. Watt 
had'treated Mm over cerUIn mattm.

said, was bare of all crockery and 
everything that waa necessary for the 
provision of passengers. 

On being asked to give an opinion 
as to the existing arrangements be- 
tween tbs transportation companies 
and .the government over quarantine 
matters. Captain AreMbald said that 
from his point of yiew the arrange¬ 
ment was bsd. It meant that every 
time a ship was detained at quaran- 
Une she bpd to take out at) her, gear. 
He was of the opinion that the gov¬ 
ernment themselves should equip ttis 
sutlons with all the necessary factll- 
lies and not depend upon the ships that 
came in. The companies would supply 
the food, hut he thought It only falr| 
the government should provide tb> 
other things. 

Complaints Overdrawn. 


Asked as to the amount of malls car¬ 
ried by .the largg .trans-PaclAc boats, 
the captain answered that he had seen 
as many as two thousand packages;

Native copper deposits will be ex¬ 
amined and reported on In connection 
with their prospective commercial pos¬ 
sibilities. That they exist In larg^ 
quantities U asserted by the Eskimos, 
who utilise the me^al In making Imple¬ 
ments of the chase. 

'The topographers will be Joined at 
Esquimau by W. McNeUI. a geologUL 
who Is now en route from Ottawa. Mr.

TO-OAY IN CANADIAN 
I_ HISTORY I 

After having lived for a few years 
under English law. at the time of the 
passing of the Quebec^ Act, Che French- 
Canadlaiis, though eager for the re¬ 
storation of their otd civil law, were 
by no means desirous to return to the 
former way of dealing with ciimlnala 
During the French regime, the accused 
.person was not tried by a Jury, but 
was solely at tho mercy of the Judge; 
and criminal* were liable to almost In¬ 
credibly barbarous punishments. For 
Instance, when In the year 1792 a man 
named BeUsle was convinced of murd¬ 
ering an old couple, who had kept a 
small hoard of money In their lonely 
little farm-house on ‘The King's High¬ 
way,*’ (now Dorchester Street In Mon¬ 
treal) he was condemned to the fright¬ 
ful punishment, not only of "torture, 

I ordinary and extraordinary,V but of 
, being "broken alive" and left to die 
on the r*ck with his face turned to the* 
sky. At noon, on June $, 1792, the sen¬ 
tence was carried out, on a scaffold 
erected on what Is now Custom House 
square, and afterwards the miserable 
wretch’s body was burled by the exe¬ 
cutioner, In the roadway between the 
bcu*es prhere be and his victims had 
livedi. 

• • • 

On* hundred years ago to-day was a 
Sunday, and the good people of Hali¬ 
fax were quietly werfdlng their way to 
church, when the news "spread like 
wildflre" that the British ship Shannon 
and her prise, the Chesapeake, were 
approaching the harbor. The Shan¬ 
non’s victory, after a long string of 
British defeats, naturally aroused the 
patriotic enthtialasm of the pe<H>i* ot 
Ifallfax, and the clergymen preached 
that morning tp all but empty pewa 
Wildly excited crowds rushed to the 
waterside to welcome the ahlpo. and 
' cheer after cheer went up a* the cap- 
tor and captured came In. Mourning 
mingled with gladness over the death 
of tho gallant Lawrence, commander 
of tho Chesapeake, for the people of 
Halifax. Intensely loyal, could yet ap¬ 
preciate the bravery of a foe. The 
American prisoners, shackled fn the 
irons they had provided for the Shan¬ 
non’s men, were treated with consid¬ 
eration. albeit with good-natured rail¬ 
lery. *1710 division of the English crew 
between the Shannon and her prise 
had made it impossible to clean up the 
veaaels Iwfore Halifax was reached, 
and in consequence the decks resem¬ 
bled shamble# rathtr than clean- 
strpbbed and spick-and-span man-of- 
war.

Sir John Alexander Macdonald, the 
distinguished statesman, died in Ot-; 
tawa twenty-two years ago to-day. 
The passing of "the greatest of the 
huildera of the Empire" caused uni¬ 
versal mourning, and the state fnneral 
was a manifestation of a nation’s 
grief. ’The ewitenary of Sir John’s 
birth win be celebrated a year from 
next January.

I Thia was by no means the extent of 
j his literary work, however, as included 
I in the long list of his writings are 
"Select Odes of Horace In English 
Lyrics," "Scenes and Studies of Rav¬ 
age Life," "The Education of the 
Rural Poor In England." "On the 
I*>etry of Sir Walter Scott." "The True 
Macbeth." "Physical Politics," "Car¬ 
eer of a Scotch Bay,” **The Coming of 
Canada to the Pacific." and a great 
collection of papefs. principally of 
archaeological Interest, which he read, 
at one time and another before varloua 
learned aorlstlea. 

One of the moat intereattng c.OfiK- 
menta on tha Ufa of tha weat waa tha 
Compilation of hla observations In the 
book published In 1888 In lA>ndon. and 
entitled " Science and Studies of 
Savage Life," In which thia keen ob¬ 
server recorded some of tha customs 
and pecullarttie* of lha Albaml 
Indians. 

Up to tha time of tha appearanoe of 
this publication little was known of 
tha Ahts, by which tribal name the | 
Albeml Indians were referred to. and 
the book is not only valuable as a work 
of literary worth but also from the 
standpoint of a truthful and hiatorlcal 
study of a tribe which is rapidly be¬ 
coming extinct. He was much In¬ 
terested in the provincial archives 
Although In hla Utter years be re¬ 
mained within the environs of the: 
province. Mr Sproat was a traveller of 
wide experience, and had been over 
practically the entire globe.

At the afternoon eeeelon of the con¬ 
ference of Woman's InetltuCe Workers 
of Vancouver Island, Mrs. A. T. Walt 
took the chair, two of the subjects left 
over from the morning session were 
dealt with before the afternoon pro¬ 
gramme was commenced. 

Mrs. Thom, of Lake Hilt Institute, 
expreesed the opinion that practical 
demonstrations attracted people almost 
better than anything else to the spring 
and fall meetings, and, speaking on 
the same theme. **How to Moke the 
Meetings Attractive and Get Best Re¬ 
sults," Mra Bickford, of Colwood. said 
that they had found it of great ad¬ 
vantage tq have their programme 
brought out before the season com- 
menoed. 

Mrs. Dler also endorsed the Idea of 
practical demonstrations os being one 
of the leading attractions, and another 
'delegate suggested that these should 
be In such simple things os millinery, 
pastry-making, etc. It was also bene¬ 
ficial f<Mr the various InsUtuten to ex¬ 
change demonstrators and lecturers, os 
there would be found In nearly every 
Institute some member who was portl- 
eulqiiy proficient In some branch of 
work. 

In' reply to Mrs. Watt's suggestion 
that the programmes should be printed 
eorUsr Mrs. Nell, of Metcboeln. said 
that they hod tried tijlA hut had 
found It inadvisable owing to the num¬ 
ber, of disappointments which they bofl 
when they were printed too for in od- 
vonoe of the meetings. Mrs. Von De¬ 
car. of Royal Oak, said that more pub¬ 
licity work should be done, and preM 
notices of meetings published. Mra. 
Stswort recommended offering prises 
for the best essays In marketing, 
flower shows, etc., and suggestsd that 
tha government could Judge these. 

Mrs. Thom read an excellent paper 
on "The Needs of Lecturers and De¬ 
monstrators," hi which sho called at¬ 
tention to the necessity of freer ex¬ 
change of theee between the various 
I Instltutei^ and emphasised the value 
j of the work done through them. The 
• disoussloa which followed was lead by 
I the ofiatrman end Mesdamee Gilchrist 
i and Hutchison. 

Co-Operation Between Institutes. 

In discussing the question of "Co- 
Operation between the Institutes," 
Mrs. Altklns, of Gordon Head, said 
that she did fM>C think that the women 
realised how Important It was for them 
to'stand together, and pointed out the 
value of visiting other Institutes than 
the|r own wherever possible. Many 
little suggwHsng could be gleaned 
from the m em ber s of the visited in- 
sUtute quite apart from the lecturer, 
psul It might be odvlsaMe aim to hold 


Joint meetings. It would also be of ad¬ 
vantage for the Institutes to combine 
where It was wlahM to obtain smbo 
I mprovements, os the department' 
might listen to several Inatltutes where' 
one would cany little weight. If eev- 
eral InslUutee would make appeals to, 
obdurate boards it might be more 
effective than Isolated appeals. 

Mrs. Altklns also suggested that It 
might bo arranged that members of 
one institute removing to another dis¬ 
trict should become membere of the 
Institute in their new neighborhood. 
Co-operative picnics would be good 
for bringing members of various In¬ 
stitutes together, and co-operatlim 
might also be tried In sending exhibits 
to Vancouver rather than for -each In¬ 
stitute to aend separately. 

School 'Gardens. 

That the trustees of the schools did 
not always sympathise with the Idea 
of the Women's Institute to form 
school gardens formed the basis of the 
remarks made by Mrs. Hutchison on 
school gardens on Vancouver Island. 
In Royal Oak district, said the speaker, 
■he thought the trusteee had rather 
objected to the forming of gardens at 
tha sohools* consequently the subject 
hod been dropped. So for os she could 
ieorn they were quite entitled to re¬ 
fuse permission if they wished. Mra 
Campbell, of Comox. gave a short 
paper on the some subject, which 
offered several suggestions fbr the 
laying out and working of such gar- 
dena and naming some of the benefits 
accruing to such a system where 
children were concerned. 

f Sanitation in Schools. 

It was Impossible to have eanltatlon 
without water, sold Mrs Watson of 
Gordon Head. In discussing "Sanita¬ 
tion In Rural Schoola" Twenty years 
ago ttasy had been promised water In 
the. school there, but they were still 
waiting. Mrs Qoodoll. of Colwood, 
said that sanitarily things at the 
school to their district were la a 
dreadful state; there was but one 
bucket for water, with ons oup. and 
sometimes the ofaUdren even put bock 
the water which they did not drink 
Ipto the pall. Miss Hadwen oeked JC 
Dr Robinson could not be asked to 
have some special inspection of the 
schools mode. 

Domestic Sdenoe. 

Mra. Watt, discussing the question of 
domestic Science in Country Schools, 
referred to the value of the system 
adopted in many schools whereby 
pupils were provided with some hot 
dish at luncheoa A resoiutloo to the 


effect that a recommendation be made 
to the Department providing In some 
way for means of getting this In oil 
rural schools was responsible for tho 
appointment of a committee of three, 
consisting of Mrs. Hall (convener). 
Mrs. Mocgulre, and Mrs Campbell to 
deal with the matter. 

I School Luncheons 

Miss Juniper, supervisor of domes¬ 
tic scienoe In the Victoria schools, 
gave a very Iqstructlve and helpful 
talk on School Luncheons, and told of 
the m'ork which Is being done In the 
Victoria public scliools In this direc¬ 
tion. Girls and boys alike were in¬ 
structed ea to the value of foods and 
the proportion of each which should 
appear In the different meals. The 
girls and boys were Instructed In the 
preparation of luncheon boxes, and 
daintiness was a point only secondary 
to the food Itself In Importance. The 
children were all Instructed to wrap 
the luncheon wherover pooslbl# In 
white Ubtp oilcloth, which could after¬ 
words be used for a tablecloth, and a 
paper table napkin and cup should be 
Included In each box. 

The speaker mentioned tbkt In the 
new Normal school couroe cookery 
was not going to be taught In such a 
way that the teachers could teach the 
subject themselves, although the 
course in needlework would moke the 
teaehere efficient to Instruoi In this 
■ubject 

She lUoo pointed out the value of 
the flrelesB cooker and gave a long list 
of dainty and nourishing dishes which 
could be prepared at the school at 
little cost so that the children might 
have some hot food for their 
luncheons: Bread and milk, cocoa, 
Irish stew (which, she sold, should not 
cost more than three cents per head), 
beef stew, potato soup, bean soup, 
baked beans end pork, and othor 
nourishing dishes, none of which 
should coot more than ten er twelve 
cents to each child. Miss Juniper 
added that she noticed that men os a 
rule took more Interest In meals than 
women*, and seemed- to have a greater 
appreciation of wba.t was meant by 
nourishing food. 

In oddtUoa to oooktftg; however, 
there were Many other UflngM which 
should be emphasised In the course of 
Domestic Science la the schools.' 
Cleaning the homes* (or example* was 
very Important, oleo sawing; homo- 
making* and housekeoping geoernUf. 
Too often cooking, to the elimination 
of overy other broaoh of housekoeplng, 
was emphasised in any course of 
housekeeping. The Women’s Institute 


libraries should have several other 
l>ooks on the subject In addition to the 
Inevitable cook-book. 

A vote of thanks to the speaker from 
the chair conclude the afternoon 
session.
